today. Me had received our remo comparing disability beasfite under the 
GIA Act with those available under Civil Service and the FECA. He 
eaid he anticlpaios trouble in two areas: 

(e) wader our act there is no maxiccum monthly (tex free) benefit 
ae existe under FECA ($525). 1 said that while this is true we have 
net bad an individual retired or disabled in the past five soars whose 
aunehty would have encesdad $525 per month. ($6300 per year) 

(>) poopie covered by oar act might try to retire on “dleabilit” 
rather than longevity to secure the more lavervable tax treatment. 

1 said I thoaght this onilkely since they would have to prove total 

édleability to qualify. 

We thes ran through the general justification of the dlsabilit, 
prevision in our act. He sald 123 had been unable to find legislative history 
of 204 a, and that Mr. Surrey would probably want te be in touch with us 
sonn. 


2 CO) Spoke te Mr. Barry Kexrplar of the 
katernat Revenue Service regarding the legislative history of section 104 
of the Interna! Bevense Code of 1954. He sald be had been given a copy 
of the memo we sent to Treasury on this subject, and though he has deen 
wueable to find much on the policy of this section he felt that our position 
wan sound. f spatied out our justification in some detail and told him: thet 
I'd be willing to give hin: any assistance he required. He said he would 
write something up by next Monday aad would call me then. 


% Co  _—_—sd”/s ae Divecter met with Senator Fulbright 
betefiy to go ever certain points in connection with the hearing tomorrow. vA 
The time and place were conlirmed as ten o'clock in the rooms of the 
Joint Comeities on Ateale Beergy and it was confirmed that the sessian 
would be in executive and that there would be no attesrpt at reviewing the 
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the tranecript for subsequent public release. The Cirector raised the 
point of "" clearances for members of the ataff and Senator Fulbright 
eaid he would look inte thie, (Thie problem was later rescived throegh 
CIA Security Office and AEC by granting waivers for the purpose of the wi 
briefing to Carl Marcy, John Newhouse, Seth Tillman and Williarca 
Darden.) The Director raised the point of sencitive sources and methods 
of intelligence. Senator Fulbright stated in effect the Director would have 
to be the best judge of this and would simply have to state, if the occasion 
ayeose, that the matters was so sensitive that it should not be Gacussed 
even in executive session. The Director requested the Chairman's support 
if this type of matter arose and the Chairman promised it. The Director 
also indicated that he hoped the numbers of transcripts would be limited 
and the Chairman agreed that only three, one for the Agency and two for 
the Coramittes, would be made. The Director suggested the possibility 
that aince these would contain Restricted Dota that the Chairmen anight 
consider having them stored within the JCAL facilities. ‘The Chairman 
indicated he would consider this further.
